Belgian Refugees 


Estimate Number of Homeless at 
600,000—About 60,000 in 
‘Belgium 

In England, France, Holland and 
Switzerland,, .entirely cut off from 
home, resources and associates, are 
approximatcly 600,000 Belgian refu- 
gees, according to estimates made by 
Lieut.-Col. Ernest P. Bicknell, direc- 
tor-general of civilian relief for the 
American Red Cross. 

In addition to the Belgian refugees 
in foreign countries, there are today 
in the small corner of Belgium still 
unconquered approximately — 60,000 
people. To remain in their homes 
they are willing to live under condi- 
tions of extreme difficulty and in con- 
stant peril from German guns and 
aviators. 

While the Belgians. today are wide- 
ly scattered, it*is estimated that at 
present there are 70,000 of them in 
Paris, 70,000 in London, and about 
30,000. in Havre, The Belgian govern- 
ment is co-operating with the Ameri- 
can Red Cross in extending assistance 
in all centres where the refugees are 
concentrated in any numbers.

Over 1,000,000 Pounds of It Stopped 
On Way to Germany 


VU. S. government 
of 1,057,000 pounds of devitalized 
wheat gluten, which was to have 
found its way to Germafy through 
Switzerland, was announced in a 
statement by <A, Mitchcll Palmer, 
alien property custodian, The grain, 
worth in pre-war times approximate- 
ly $200,000, was discovered in June 
in a warchouse in New York, ready 
for shipment overseas. It will be 
sold at public auction in the near fu- 
ture. 

The custodian withheld the. names 
of the shippers and consignees of 
the wheat, a product from which the 
germinating seed has. been taken, 
Its value in ordinary times, he said, 
was 18 to 20 cents a pound, but he 
predicted that a mtich higher 
would be obtainedvat the sale. 

The commodity had been stored 
by a German firm. 

Wlecat gluten is used in the mak- 
ing of a diabetic foods, has a_ high 
nutritive value, and is also used in 
the making of food extracts, said the 
custodian. 

The amount taken over represents 
a nine months’ supply in this coun- 
try.

Sugar Shortage May De It—Enough 
Cocoa Beans 


There is going to be a famine in 
chocolate drops, chocolate candy and 
other things of the kind, and is due 
about January 1, 1919, according to 
a big candy man who went over to 
the war trade board session to hear 
Fred B. Peterson, director of the 
bureau of imports, lay down the law 
restricting future imports of the 
cocoa bean, says a Philadelphia 
paper. 

There were 150 importers in the 
assembly room when Mr. Peterson 
told them that the government had 
decided to restrict cocoa bean im- 
ports between now and January 1 to 
30,000 tons. The restriction is made 
to save tonnage for other purposes, 
and the importers were told to get 
their stuff from the nearest markets,

that the country now has 
bags of cocoa beans, which with the 
30,000 tons to be brought along’ will 
supply the market, but it, was as- 
serted that the sugar shortage, if

The Cathedral of the Holy alee 

in Moscow, says Stray Stories 
probably the most raeenioeas 
church in the ~vorid. 2.8 five cupolas 
are covered with pure, gold one-half 
inch in es Its internal de- 
corations ar® manificent and very 
costly, Thigg chugch is the nation’s 
thank offering for the deliverance of 
Moscow from the French, It took 
fifty years to build, and its cost has 
been estimated at $160,000,000. 
In the Cathedral of the Assump- 
tion, situated inside the Kremlin, is 
the most sacred picture of Russia, 
the Virgin of Vladimir, said to be 
painted by St. Luke. The jewels 
which adorn it are valued at $1,250,- 
000, one emerald alone being said to 
be worth $250,000. Napoleon took 
from the church five tons of silver 
and 500 pounds of gold, but its most 
precious. treasures were ¢onccaled 
previous to the French invasion, and 
afterward restored. 

Nearby is the Cathedral 
Annunciation, with its many go#den 
domes. It has a pavement of agate 
and jasper. The celebrated icon of 
the Virgin of the Don is its mest 
prized possession, 

The dome of St. Isaac’s Cathedral 
in Petrograd, from which the Royal- 
ists fired machine guns during the 
revolution, is the most conspicuous 
object in the capital. It is covered 
with copper overlaid with pure. gold, 
no less than $1,000,000 -of gold being 
melted down for the purpose. The 
total cost of this cathedral is. esti- 
mated at $125,000,000.

VICTORY WAS TYPICAL OF MEN ENGAGEDIN FIGHT 


Under Command of R. N. V. R. Officers the Ships, Loaded With 


Fish, Swung Into Formation With the Precision of Warships. 
Action:Opened When Sub. Ranged In 


“A Fisherman’s Fight,” is the title 
ofacially given to a_ brilliant little 
action of which particulars are now 
available, in which six’ armed trawl- 
ers, returning to a British port with 
their cargoes of fish, encountered, 
fought and drove off a large German 
submarine cruiser, Only fishermen, 
under the command ef an officer of 
the R.N.V.R. took part in it; it was 
a fight and a victory typical of the 
men who were engaged in it. 

It was before six o'clock on the 
morning of June 20 that the subma- 
rine suddenly appeared, some seven 
thousand yards away. on the beam 


of the leading trawler, and . com- 
nienced to fire. She was a big craft 
of a type nof 


with a couple of large guns of about 
six-inch calibre and ofe, if nBt two 
smaller ones—a very formidable en- 
emy for trawlers with their low 
speed and light armament. She show- 
ed two small masts and so large a 
conning tower, that the men gn the 
trawlers were for a while doubtful 
if. she was a submarine at all. 
The R.N.V.R. officer immediately 
summoned his little flotilla to form 
line ahead and follow him; and the 
ships swung into formation with the 
precision of warships. The submarine 
ranged in, and the action opened, All 
three of the German’s guns were 
bearing on the leading trawler and 
her shells were falling all around, en- 
veloping her in water spouts, but 
never actually hitting her. The next 
astern; however, was less fortunate; 
several shells hit her and she was 
severely swept by the shrapnel of 
which the German fired not less than 
a hundred rounds, and one of. her 
hands was killed and four were 
wounded. Among these was the gun- 
ner, but the remaining hands, though 
most were injured, kept the gun go- 


ing. 

The submarine was trying to work 
up ahead of the linc; the trawlers, 
superbly handled and never losing 
their ‘formation, altered course to 
keep her on the beam and continued 
to fire. A shift of wind allowed 
them to use their smoke boxes and 
make a temporary screen between 
themselves and the enemy. The 
commander’s report speaks of the 
imperturbable courage and_ never- 
faifing skill of the men who handled 
the trawlers during the whole of this 
time. They were dealing with an 
enemy normally capable of steaming 
rings round them and heayily enough 
armed to blow them out of the wat- 
er; they kept their fire going till they 
were threatened with lack of ammu- 
nition, and when the leading trawler 
found herself with only fifteen 
rounds left, she made ready the sig- 
nal: “Prepare to ram.” 

But it did not come to that, The 
submarine was closing to shorter 
range, and the second trawler,in the 
line managed to land a shell on the 
after part of her. The leading traw- 
ler, five minutes later, hit her again 
with one of the few remaining shells 
—a direct hit under the submarine’s 
forward gun which was carried over- 
board in a burst of flame and smoke 


of the explosion. The submarine 
swung round to get her after gun 
to bear and. forthwith the leading 


trawler burst a shell at the base of 
her big conning tower. A huge cloud 
of smoke went up, enveloping the 
submarine and shutting her from 
sight. What happened to her is 
doubtful, but when the smoke cleared 
away, she had disappeared, and the 
trawlers saw no more of her, 

Every detail of the fight, as the 
reports come in, testifies to the same 
quality in the men who carried it 
out—courage, discipline, and skill. 
One able seaman who “did good and 


steady shooting throughout the ac- 
tion,” has three direct hits to his 
credit. The R.N.V.R. wireless oper- 


ator is mentioned for just those qual- 
ities which are becoming recognized 
as normal in the men of his calling. 
“This was a Fisherman's Fight,” 
concludes the report of the officer 
who commanded, “and without doubt 
they put up a right stout one. 
deem it an honor to have been in 
command of them.” r

Work of British Tanks 


Aggressive Spirit Shown by Officers 
and Men Worthy of 
Highest Praise 


The British bureau of information 
has issued the following: 

“The aggressive spirit shown by 
the officers and men of the tanks is 
worthy of the highest praise. On sev- 
eral occasions able assistance was 
lrendered by the Frepeh, whose own 
tanks did incomparable work. On 
the northern edge of Meone the 
French troops were seriously hamp- 
ered by machine guns firing from 
the tops of the houses in the village. 
were in the vicinity and a 
message was sent to them for as- 
sistance. These complied, but the 
German machine guns were too well 
protected to be knocked out by the 
fire from the tanks. Acordingly the 
tank commanders conferred at the 
far end of. the village and decided, in 
a hurried impromptu war council, to 
uproot the village by sheer weight of 
metal. ‘The tanks accordingly ram- 
med house after house, bringing 
down the machine guns, extricating 
themselves from the ruins of one 
then proceeding to the next. In this 
way the village was captured with- 
out a single British casualty and at 
once occupied by the French. 

“Later another village was raked 
by tank gun fire, and opened up for 
the entry of the French infantry. 
There was a case where a tank was 
set on fire. The officer in command 
was killed and the first driver severe- 
ly wounded. The second driver ex- 
tinguished the fire, repaired the mag- 
neto, and assumed command, all the 
time well within the German lines. 
His tank was almost given up for 
lost until, later in the day, he drove 
back single handed, preceded by 
about fifty Germans, whom he cap- 
tured unaided. 

“Another tank, temporarily knock- 
ed out, constituted itself irito a strong 
point inside the German lines, and 
held out for five hours until the in- 
fantry arrived. In another case a 
tank . was .put completely | hors de 
combat and the crew taken prisoner. 
Within two hours the crew were 
safely back, leaving the captors’ cap- 
tive. The tank temporarily lost di- 
rection, but continued to reconnoitre 
Meeting the home English infantry, 
it materially assisted in the rapid ad- 
vance by carrying mortar guns and 
bombs to their objectives, and, act- 
ing as an armored scout, it rounded 
up seven officers and 200 other ranks 
of the eneny.” 


An Amazing Adventure 


How Two British Airmen Escaped 
From the Enemy’s Territory 


Two British airmen have 
achieved an adventure which must 
seem incredible to those ‘who are 
only acquainted with conditions in 
other parts of the*line. They were 
returning from a bombing’ expedi- 
tion when their machine was disabled 
by anti-aircraft fire, and they were 
forced to make a landing in German 
territory. 

In order to avoid observation, they 
trusted to the meagre light of the 
moon to. effect a landing, but their 
caution almost proved their undoing, 
as they crashed into a quarry, which, 
however, had the advantage of com- 
pletely concealing their machine. 
Only slightly injured, they started at 
once towards the German lines, run- 
ning most of ‘the way, their only 
chance being to reach them before 
daybreak. Tlie distance proved to 
be over twenty miles, in the course 
of which they had to cross a river, 
apparently the Seille, a tributary of 
the Moselle. One of them swam the 
river three times, once to ascertain 
the conditions on the further bank, 
and returning to bring his companion 
over, 

On reaching the enemy communi- 
cation trenches, they had _ several 
breathless escapes from discovery, 
but by extreme.adroitness and good 
fortune they succeeded in getting to 
the front trench, and 
throgh the barbed wire into No 
Man’s Land, in which, in this part 
of the line, considerable vegetation 
still flourished. ° ,

German Population Along the Rhine 
Is. Fearful 


The German population along _ the 
Rhine expects, an allied invasion, in 
the opinion of a Dutch woman of Ger- 
man descent who has just returned 
to Amsterdam from visiting relatives 
in a small village near Bonn, on the 
Rhine. In a statement to the Aim- 
sterdam correspondent of the Daily 
Express, she said:

IN OFFICIAL STATEMENT _ 


\Ships That Were Needed Exclusively for Spanish Use Have Been 
Torpedoed Without the Slightest Reason, Resulting in 
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Swiss Pay High. 
Price For Their Coal 


$40 a Ton, Says Agincourt Officer, 
But Country Is Steadily 
Pro-ally i 


Coal sells at $40 a ton, and butter 
and mafgarine is not to be had in 
Switzerland, so states Captain E. N. 
Coutts of Agincourt, who has just 
returned from overseas after three 
years’ absence, the last year of which 
he spent in Switzerland. 3 

The lack of food and coal has ar- 
fected Switzerland more than any- 
thing else has in the present conflict. 
For more than a year, Captain Coutts 
stated, Switzerland has been on ra- 
tions. The food shortage there is 
much more acute than in Great Brit- 
ain, “For the last six months I was 
in Switzerland,” said Captain Coutts, 
“J never saw cither butter or oleo- 
margarine. Cheese, for which Switzer- 
land is famous, is scarcely to be had. 
At hotels in Berne, Zurich and Gen- 
eva I did not see any.” ‘ 

The situation is not as acute as it 


was, The Americans are now send- 
ing in-large supplies of food. < 
For coal Switzerland is entirely 


dependent on the surrounding coun- 
tries. Throughout the war Germany 
has taken advantage of this and has 
exacted food in exchange for coal. 
Coal is now selling at $40 a ton, and 
at that price is very hard to secure. 

Before the war it was no dearer in 
Switzerland than it was in Canada. 
last winter wood was burned, even 
in the large institutions. Hot water 
was almost impossible to get. “Once 
a week only,” stated Captain Coutts, 
“we were allowed any.” The 
French government is now sending 
coal to Switzerland to relieve the 
shortage. 

Although a large number of the 
Swiss people are either German or 


of German extraction, yet the senti- | dq 


ment of the country is rather pro- 
ally than pro-German, All _ ‘the 
time Captain Coutts was in Switzer- 
land he did not see a pro-German 
paper. The press was either* rigidly 
neutral or pro-ally.. The entrance of 
the United States into the war had 
a profound effect on the country. 
The Swiss ‘have. a great adniiration 
for the Americans, 

“The news coming frgm Ger- 
many,” Captain Coutts stated, “was 
always good, from Austria always 
bad.” The Austrians themselves 
were quite ready to admit it. The 
food situation in Austria was very 
acute. 

When news of any success came 
the Germans would be very ~ confi- 
dent. Especially was this the case 
when the Germans began their 
spring drive.

Spain has informed Germany that 
because of the serious intoads _sub- 
marine ings have made into Span- 
ish shipping, Spain hereafter will use 
German vessels now in Spanish ports 
in place of tonnage sunk. This an- 
nouncement is made in an _ official 
statement issued after a meeting of 
the cabinet at San Sebastian. 

The cabinet statement, which is 
transmitted from Madrid by the Ha- 
vas agency, says: 
| “In the course of the recent meet- 
ings held at Madrid the government 
considered the international situation. 
As a consequence of the submarine 
campaign more. than 20 per cent, of 
our merchant marine has been sunk, 
more than 100 sailors have perished, 
a considerable number of sailors have 
been wounded and numbers have 
been shipwrecked and abandoned. 
Ships needed exclusively for Spanish 
use have been torpedoed without the 
slightest pretext, serious difficulties 
resulting to navigation, 

“The government has believed it is 
unable, without failing in its essen- 
tial obligations and without sctting 
aside neutrality, to defer the adop- 
tion of measures necessary to guar- 
antee Spanish maritime traffic - and 
to protect Spanish crews and passen- 
gers. ‘ 

“Consequently the governemnt has 
decided to address the imperial Ger- 
man government and.declare that, 
owing to reduction of tonnage to its 
extreme limit, it will be obit , in 
case of new sinkings, to substitute 
therefore German vessels interned in 
Spanish ports, This measure does 
imply the confiscation of the sh 
under definite title. It would be only 
a temporary solution until the estab- 
lishment of peace when Spanish 
claims also will be liquidated. 

“Our ambassador to Berlin has re- 
ceived instructions to bring this de- 
cision to the notice of the - German 
government, The Spanish government 

oes not doubt that the German gov- 
ernment will appreciate the circum- 
stances determining this resolution, 
and will recognize that Spain in hold- 
ing to the neutrality that she has 
practiced since the beginning of the 
war, has sacrificed man “her rights 
and legitimate conveniencges which it 
has been possible without affecting 
ie dignity of Spain and her national 
ife. : 

“The decision of the government to 
assure for itself sufficient tonnage 
which is indispensable to its fee: 
tence, does not affect its fitm resolve 
to maintain strict neutrality.”

The forty-ninth annual meeting of shareho.ders of tlie Merchants’ Bank of Canada took place at thé head office 
of the Bank on Wednesday, December 18ta., Among those present were the following: Sir H. Montagu Allain, 
Messrs. K. W. Blackwell, ‘1shomas Long, A, Bainet, C. C. Baiantyne, A. J. Dawes, eF.

1HE DIRECTORS’ REPORT 

The President then read the annual report of tue Directors as follows: -rs 

“I beg to submit the Annual Keport of the Directors and the Profit and Loss and General State- 
ment of tne Bank covering operations for the past twelve morfths. 

“On an average paid-up Cap.ta. of $6,498,332, there has been earned the sum of $1,338,844,62. 
Adding the balance brought forward from last yaar, there is still $1,397,722.80 to be disposed o¢ 
‘this nas been dealt with as follows:—Dividend of 10 per cent on the paid-up Capital, $649,094; writ- 
ten off Bank Premises, $100,000; contributed to the Officers’ Pension Fund, $50,00u, and added to Re- 
serve Fund, $450,000, enabling us to carry forward $148,718.27 in the Profit and Logs Account, Your 
Directors consider this a tavourable showing. ‘ 

“Our keserve Fund this year has been further augmented by the premium on new stock ('s- 
sued at 175) amounting to $560,.60, bringing it up to $4,410,760, or a fraction over 95 per cent of. the 
paid-up Capital. 

“During the past year we have opened offices at the following points: viz:— 

“In Aiverta: Delburne, Alberia Avenue (Kdmonton), Hanna, Hughenden, Redc iffe, and Walsh; 
in Saskatcaewan: Battleford; in Onta.io: Brantford, Guelph, and Walkerville; .in Quebec: Centre 
Street (Montreal) and St. Jqgvite. 

“We have not closed any agencies. All the offices of the Bank have beea inspected during the year. 

“During the year we have lost two of our esteemed Directors, one by death and one by retire- 
ment,—Mr, Charles M. Hays, whose death we greatly deplored and whose loss was national, andl 
later on in the year, our valued colleague, Mr. Jonathan Hodgson, resigned, cn account of advanced 
age. Mr. Hodgson has served on the Board of this Bank for over thirty-five years, and his.advice 
at the Boards councils was very highly esteemed During the last ten years he was our Vice- 
President, We hope Mr. Hodgson, in retirement, may enjoy many years yet of health and happiness 

“These vacancies on the Board have been fillet by the aypointment of Messrs. Andrew J. Dawes 
and F. Howard Wilson. 

“Your Directors and the General Manager have had under consideration for some time the advisa- 
bility of asking your permission to change the termination of the financial year from the 30th Novem- 
ber to the 30th April, as the general conditions in this country, in the Spring, ace not so congested as 
in the Autumn, when the pressure on the resources of Canadian Banks {s at its height. With this end 
in view, an amendment to the By-Law will be suomitted for your consideration, changing the end of 
the financial year to the 30th April, and changing the date of the Annual Meeting from the third 
Wednesday in tae month of December to the third Wednesday in the month of May. 

“The Board of Directors of the Bank has hithcrto consisted of nine members, and we have de- 
cided to ask you to increase the number to twelve, The necessary change in the By-Law will be sub- 
mitted to you for your assent. ¢ 


“Another By-Law increasing the amouut of the Directors’ remuneration to $25,000 per annum, wi 1 
also be submitted to you. 

“Supplementing this report, I would like to say I visited most of the Western Branches during the 
past summer, accompanied by the Vice-President aud Mr, Long, where we acquired a great deal of 
pdditional information bearing upon our business and met a great many of the customers of tie 
Bank and the staff. I may say that the trip was full of instruction and we returned with a very 
much better knowledge of and acquaintance with your extensive interests in the West than we have 
had heretofore. We think we are safe in sayiug that the business of the Bank is on a sound basis 
throughout the country. We were impressed witn the fact that the Bank is well represented at al! 
points, aud the business is being capably handled.

How the Huns Copied the British 
Gotha 


Having worked in Essen in 1917, 
Mr. Theodore Van der Linden, a 
Dutch engineer, has come to be the 
source of revelation, which, on the 
one. side, is “a feather in our cap,” 
and, on the other, not exactly com- 
forting. 

Giving ah account of his experi- 
ences he tells of the arrival in the 
Krupp city of the English aeroplane 
which fell in the German lines, and 
which was copied for the. building of 
the new Gothas, : 

He states that one day at Essen 
there was great excitement in ‘the 
aeroplane departments, when, with- 
out the slightest warning, the kaiser, 
accompanied by the Crown Prince 
and Hindenburg, arrived at the Villa 
Hugel. j 

“Prolonged conferences were -held 
at the Villa Hugel, and in all these 
General von Hoppner participated. I 
learned the secret of their confer- 
ences as the result of the confidence 
of one of the overseers in the aero- 
Plane department who was quartered 
with me. The man one evening told 
me with great glee of the capture by 
the Germans of a wonderful new 
British airplane. He said that the 
machine had: flown from England to 
France, and had descended in error 
during a thick fog inside the German 
ines. 

“On the following day I actuall 
saw the machine, in company wit 
the overseer who had told me of it. 

“While we were examining the 
aeroplane I heard the sound as_ if 
motor cats were approaching, and, 
looking up, was surprised to see the 
kaiser, Crown Prince, and others 
coming with Hoppner and von. Boh- 
len. The kaiser and the Crown 
Prince went aboard, and all the de 
tails of control and the bomb-drop- 
ping apparatus were ~ carefully ex-

With a terrific 
roar the two engines’. were started, 
and, like.a bird, the aeroplane rose 
in the air. tt climbed rapidly to 
about 10,000 feet, and the  kaiger 
turned to General Hoppner, saying: 

“*How is it that, at such a height 
and on so cold a morning, the lub- 
ricants do not freeze?’

“It was well known in Essen and 
other places in Germany that in the 
early summer of 1917 a large fleet 
of these inachines would be ready to 
commence operations ‘against “Brit- 
ain, The production of Gothas of 
an improved tepe was rapid. By 
June last it was stated that Ger- 
many possessed a flcet of sixty.”

Russia has practically 
ceased, according to the evidences 
reaching the outside world. Tyrans- 
portation and distribution is so dis- 
organized that even were the peas- 
ants of the land producing their us- 
ual amount of foodstuffs, the people 
in the manufacturing population 
would still be without the necessary 
food supplies to sustain them in 
safety and comfort. Unless the peo- 
ple of Russia stcady down and or- 
ganize themselves or allow other au- 
thorities to organize them, there is 
the possibility of one of the most 
stupendous disasters to a nation and 
a great people that ever occurred im 
history. Without authority for whom 
they have fear and respect, the Rus 
sian peasant secms to be without 
motiye~ox initiative. We read of 
peasants in their anger against the 
Property holding class of the late 
aristocrat regime, destroying not 
only the personal. effects of the no- 
bility and the owning class, but the 
very crops which they had themsel- 
ves under the former social organi- 
zation produced for the nation at 
large, In their re-action against. pro- 
perty owning, they have destroyed 
the goose that Jaid the golden eggs. 
We read of peasants in certain  vil- 
lages having gone to such extremes 
as to seize the cattle of the local 
land owner, now deposed, flay them 
alive and turn them loose. Without 
the old motive of compulsion to cul- 
tivate the land for the land owner, 
now that the land has reverted to tlc 
peasants and they themselves are the 
owners, they have neglected to work 
and to produce the necessities 
life.

vines. The wives of French farmers 
have always helped their-husbands in 
the fields, . They now dqdouble duty, 
rising carlicr and working later, 
Horses were conscripted for the 
army and French women have taken 
their place to draw the plows and 
harrows. Food “roduction in Franc 
despite the efforts of women, child- 
ren, old men and cripples, has drep- 
ped to one-third.

The German Propaganda 


It Began on This Continent With 
Prince Henry’s Visit in 1902 


When editors and speakers are 
nen for the abolition of the 
German language, we «must reinofn- 
ber that the German language press, 
the German societies, ctc., on this 
continent were not agents of the 
German overnment prior to the 
twenticthggentary, Most of the “old- 
timers” + 
including the reyolutionists of 1848, 
clung to their native language, sup- 
potted German schools and churches 
and featured things German sath 
than Canadian, or American, bit 
their alienism was peculiarly one of 
convenience, just as that of aliens 
of other nationalities. In all fairness 
we must admit that these people 
were loyal to their adopted countries, 
and that they proved their loyalty by 
rising like one man in defence of 
the American Union during the Civil 
war, 

The German propaganda started as 
a dream with the coronation of Wil- 
liam I1,, in 1888, and it did not de- 
velop into reality until the jovial 
Prince Henry of Prussia visited the 
United States in February, 1902, I 
saw Prince Henry in Philadelphia 
with his staff, I saw Admiral Tit- 
pitz, of frightfulness fame, grinnin 
while chatting with American nav 
officers, Turning to a German next 
to me I remarked: “Do you -not 
think that they have come to take 
in something else but the sights?” 
“Yes,” he replied, “that’s right.’ And 
then addressing another who voci- 
ferously applauded the passing show, 
I asked: “What do you think of 
that?” “Well,” he replied, “they 
know what they want.” TIT agre 
with him; but there was this differ- 
ence; he felt delighted and I felt sad. 
I could not get rid'of the expression 
in ‘Tirpitz’s face. “Oh, you American 
fools!” it read, 

The stage being set, Prince Henry 
aised the curtain and acted as toast- 
master to celebrate the birth of that 
propaganda in dozen upon dozéns 0 
German societies all over the United 
States. Henceforth ex-officers with 
Hohenzollern aspirations took charge 
of and began to dominate _ these 
clubs. The German alliance became 
one of their bulwarks. Organizations 
of former German soldiers sprang up 
evreywhere, almost as if overnight. 
Annually they sent deputations to 
Potsdam to pay homage to the Ger- 
man emperor as “unsern Abersten 
Kriegsherrn’”—our highest war lord. 
Immigration to Canada and the Unit- 
ed States was organized and largely 
carried on under leaders acceptable 
to the Wilhelmstrasse, The German 
churches among us became fascinat- 
ed by the vision of a new “Deutsch- 
land uber alles.” Even the mission- 
ary system for the purpose of sup- 
plying preachers for the ‘North 
American continent was reorganized 
in Germany. Men of the “new 
school” took the places. of “old 
timers” in the German pulpits, Our 
German newspaper offices made 
room for the “new blood” that is, for 
former German army officers, Thus 
George von Skal, a Prussian ¢x- 
lieutenant, as. the editorial writer of 
the New York Staats-Zeitung, vacci~ 
nated its owner, the late Herman 
Ridder, with the new virus and dup- 
ed and won him over to German- 
dom. 

Things German thus 
fostere in earnest i 
Systematically, with a definite de- 
sign, everything was done to turn 
the Germans away from Canadian or 
American ideals. Honest alienism 
made room for dishonest alienism. 
There was no longer an honest use 
of the traditions and customs of our 
Germans. ‘The German language, 
hitherto used innocently, was turn 
into a hostile instrument of the Ger- 
man press and pulpit. No wonder a 
hatred of that language is foun 
everywhere in America now.—Prof. 
Ricthdorf in the Canadian Courier. 


Two Dairy Records 


Importance of Keeping Track of 
What Cows Are Doing 


Here are two dairy herd records in 
1917 that are worth careful note. 
First, a herd in the neighborhood of 
Oxford Mills, Ont., had an average 
yield of 9,008 Ibs, milk and 281 Ibs. 
fat, an increase from 1917 of 4,097 
lbs. milk and 114 Ibs. fat, or, con- 
siderably more than twice as much, 
This is attributed to ‘weeding out, 
better care and better feed. One 
cow produced as much .milk as two 
of the best cows the year before 
simply by being better fed and cared

The second herd, six cows, gave an 
average of 11,218 Ibs. milk and 369 


lbs. fat. The increase is from 6,338 
lbs. milk and 199 Ibs, fat in 1915, or 
nearly double. This is the result of 
feed and care and an Al sire, One 
cow in this herd in 1915 gave 8,817 
ibs. milk, and in 1916 her record was 
over. 19,000 pounds; she took a high 
standing at the Ottawa winter fair. 
Herd record work*leads to good fe- 
sults.

tection to our position in the East? 

Education of thé public on these 
points is the last thing pacifists wish 
fot. Lord Lansdowne sets the ex- 
ample to his followers by speakin 
as if the offensive against Paris pes 
the western front were the only fea- 
ture of the war dangerous to oursel- 
ves and the world at large.

With all respect, it is not; the 

eastern situation is just as menacing, 
and nine-tenths of the British pub- 
lic know nothing about it. 
- Lord Lansdowne charges me with 
Opposing a negotiated peace at any 
time. He asks how it could be pos- 
sible to make a_ new peace without 
previous negotiation, Of course, there 
must be peace some time necessarily 
preceded by negotiation. Negotiation 
when®we can dictate terms for segur- 
ity in the future is a very ditfesot 
thing from acgotiation whilst > 
many holds what she went to war 
for, and the results of “negotiation” 
whilst Germany holds the trumps 
are obvious in Russia and Roumania. 
When. does a pacifist ever refer to. 
these indisputable facts? 

Then Lord Lansdowne, ‘in order to 
prove the folly of the policy describ-- 
ed as that of the “knock-out blow’— 
what we call the policy of victory ag 
opposed to that of defeat—Masks 
when, where, and-how that blow is 
to be administered.

Attention is directed to a recent announcement published 
in the Press by- -the Military Service Branch, Department 
of Justice, regarding extensions to be granted to men 
EXEMPTED AS FARMERS. 

It is pointed out that this DOES NOT IN ANY WAY 
AFFECT MEN WHO HAVE BEEN ORDERED BY THE 
REGISTRAR TO REPORT to Depot Battalions and who 
have thereafter received: leave of absence from the Military 
Authorities. 

Once a man has been ordered to report for duty by the 
Registrar he leaves the jurisdiction of the Registrar and comes 
under that of the Department of Militia and Defence, and is to 
be considered as a soldier.- This applies to men of the 20 to 22 
Class who have been ordered to report by the Registrar in 
virtue of the cancellation of exemptions by Order-in-Council of 
the 20th April last, as well as to those ordered to report in the 
usual way on refusal of claim for exemption, or on expiration 
of exemption granted. 

All men, accordingly, who have been ordered to report, and 
are therefore SOLDIERS, and who have subsequently been 
granted harvest leave by the military authorities, MUST, 
NOTWITHSTANDING THE NOTICE ABOVE RE. 
FERRED TO, REPORT ON THE EXPIRATION OF 
THAT LEAVE, unless they are notified to the contrary by 
their Commanding Officer or by general notice published by 
the Department of Militia and Defence.

| Facts About the Victory Loan 


Details of Price and Payments Explained—Southern 
Alberta Executive Makes Appeal 


Five hundred million dollars is the 
amount required to be raised by the 
Canadian government to carry on 
Canada’s part in the prosecution of 
the war, The minimum amount which 
the minister of finance asks for is 
$300 000,000, The larger amount will 
be raised if possible. 


There are no 20-year bonds in this 
issue, Five and 1§-year bonds will 
ve available in the new loan. 

The selling campaign for the new 
loan will begin Monday, October 28, 
and will continue until Saturday, No- 
vember 16. 

The details of the issue follow: 

Through the prospectus of the 6th 
Canadian war loan—the Victory Loan 
of 1918—-the Dominion of Canada will 
ask for a minimum amount of $300,- 
000000 With the right to accept all 
or any part of subscriptions in excess 
of that sum, to be used for war pur- 
poses only and to be spent wholly in 
Canada. The rate of interest will be 
5% per cent per annum, payable May 
1 and November 1, and the denomina- 
tions $50; $100, $500 and $1,000. The 
loan will be offered in two maturities 
—b-year bonds due November 1, 1923. 
and 15-year bonds due November 1, 
1933. 

The issue price will be 100 and ac- 
crued interest for both maturities, 
making the income return 56% per 
cent per Annum, Provision ‘a made 
for payment in five instalments as 
follows: Ten per cent on application; 

*20 per cent on December 6, 1918; 20 
per cent on January 6. 1919; 20 per 
cent on February 6, 1919; $1.16 per 
cent on March 6, 1919. The last pay- 
ment of 31.16 per cent covers 30 per 
cent balance of principal and 1.16 per 
cent representing accrued interest at 
5% per cent from Névember 1 to due 
dates of the respective instalments, 
As a full half year’s interest will be 
raid on May 1 1919 the cost of the

Price of bonds: The 1918 Victory 
Bonds are issued “at par and ac- 
crued interest;"” this means that all 
the bonds bear interest at 5% per 
cent per year from the first date of 
the application period, November 1;
